ment of Commerce* The purpose of this conference was to secure Mr. ROPES' 
opinion as to the advisability of their firm's continuing in business, it being 
recalled that the contract under which it is presently operating expires October 
31, 1946.

Mr. ROPES had informed GREGORT and Mr. REYNOLDS that he would attempt to do what 
he could in Moscow towards securing a new and favorable contract for them* It 
was also learned on the occasion of this conversation with GREGORY that .REYNOUT 
had definitely made up his mind to have nothing further to do with EAR^foOWDER;

With further reference to t he proposed contract dated A ugus t 5, 1946, 
prepared by Intourist, ROPES said he thought it would be advisable if REYNOLDS 
would confer with the Department of Justice as to the possible liability of 
the firm to registration as an agent of a foreign principal, and remarked that 
he knew an attorney in that section of the Department who could handle the 
matter.

The above information concerning GREGORY'S recent conversations with 
WILLIAM E* BROWDER, as well as an account of herjfcrip to Washington, were fur- 
nished to the Bureau and the Washington Field Division by New York letter 
dated October 7, 1946* Transmitted to the Bureau with such letter were photo- 
static copies of the proposed contract prepared by Intourist, Moscow and the 
translation of a Russian language letter sent with the Bussian contract. In 
addition there were furnished a copy of a letter prepared by CLARK, CARR and 
ELLIS, 120 Broadway, New York City, Counsel for the U. S. Service and Shipping 
Corporation, addressed to NATHAN T. ELLIEF, Chief, Foreign Agents Registration 
Section, Department of Justice, Washington, D. C«, and a copy of the radiogram 
dispatched by U. S. Service andShipping Corporation to Intourist, Moscow on 
September 30, 1946. 

On October 9, 1946 Informant GREGORY advised that she had talked 
with WILLIAM E. BROWDER, brother of EARL BROWDER, on the day previous and that 
they discussed the contract which the U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation ^ 
had sent to Moscow and which contract was discussed previously with EARL

It is noted that FRIEDA FABKIN was brought to the attend 
tion of the Bureau by New York City Field Office report in instant case made 
by Special Agent JOHN T. HELS30S and dated June 14, 1946 . 


l&*s« FABKIN was quoted in the above-mentioned report as residing 
at 3711 Canal Road, N. ¥., Washington, D. C., and it was stated that Mrs. 
FA3KCN had an appointment with Dr. ABRAHAM B. WEINSTEIN in New York Citv 
on June 12, 1946. * 



Inquiries made at 3711 Canal Road, N. W., reflect that this resi- 
dence has been owned, for a number of years by a Mrs. BERTA SCHWARTZ and that 
she has made a practice of renting it as a furnished unit on a monthly basis. 
Neighbors, who were unable to identify the name FABKIN with any of the'wre- 
vious lessees, advised that several of the lessees had, in turn, sublet rooms 
in the house to others. The present occupants state that they have purchased 
the residence, having concluded the sale with Mrs. SCHWARTZ, which latter 
party, they have been advised, departed Washington upon giving them possession 
of her home. The Georgetown Post Office, which covers this area, was unable 
to furnish information as to FRIEDA FABKIN or Mrs. SCHWARTZ. The postman 
had no recollection of ary mail having been delivered to 3711 Canal Road 
for Mrs. FABKIN. Likewise, the Civil Service records, credit bureau records. 
Washington Field Office indices ami other general sources of information are 
negative as to the name of FRIEDA FABKIN.

There are being set out herein the recent activities of Confiden- 
tial Informant GREGORY, especially as they relate to her visit to Washington, 

\JD. C., on September 24 and 25, 1946, and her recent conversations with WILLIAM F.. 
^BROWDER, brother of EARJ^BOWDER. ' — 

i On September 23, 1946, GREGORY advised that she and «TOH^H^feYNOLDS, 

\ President of the U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation, were going to Wash- 
i ington the following day for a conference with ERNES T C-ffio PES. Chief of the 
1 Russian Division of the Office of International Tradeju.S. Department of 
.Commerce. The purpose of this conference was to secure Mr. ROPES' opinion 
las to the advisability of their firm's continuing in business, it being re- 
palled that the contract under which it is presently operating expires October 31, 
1946. It is also to be noted that prior to his trip to Russia in June, 1946, 

Mr.- ROPES. had informed GREGORY and Mr. REYNOLDS that he would attempt to do 

I --what he could in Moscow towards securing a new and favorable contract for them. 

It was also learned on the occasion of this conversation with GREGORY that 
REYNOLDS had definitely made up his mind to have nothing further to do with 
EARL. BROWDER; this attitude appears to be the result of the recent change in 
public sentiment towards Russia and the fact that REYNOLDS no longer feels 
friendly towards the USSR. GREGORY also declared that she was supposed to 
confer with WILLIAM E. BROWDER on September 27, 1946, such arrangement having ^ 
been made on the occasion of their previous visit. . - — ~ /

On October 2, 1946, GREGORY\dvised^Sal. Agents Y D o»Rrien 
an J. M. Kelly of this Division that she anajBEYNOL ERDhad 
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Mr. ROPES for approximately two and a half hours on September 25, 1946, and 
during the conference had learned that ROPES discussed the matter of a 
new contract with the head of Intourist in Moscow on the occasion of his 
recent visit there. She continued that according to ROPES, this individual 
did not profess any great interest in extending a new contract and was not 
at s all optimistic about the possibility of continued operation by the U. S. 
Service and Shipping Corporation. ROPES declared that this conversation was 
the only step he had been able to take in Moscow towards furthering the in- 
terests of the American company. 

REYNOLDS explained to ROPES that he had recently received from 
Intourist a proposed new contract already signed by Intourist, but that he 
felt certain clauses therein, particularly one which provided that Intourist 
should have control of any advertising done by tte American firm, were wholly * 
objectionable to him and that he had virtually decided to liquidate the business 
ROPES volunteered the opinion that he felt REYNOLDS should continue in business 
and that the Russian attitude might well change so that they would continue 
to permit REYNOLDS to have an exclusive franchise for the shipment of parcels 
to the USSR. GREGORY is of the opinion that REYNOLDS' attitude was dictated 
more by a desire to see commercial relations between this country and Russia 
improved and enlarged rather than by any ulterior motive, as she recalled that 
ROPES has often told her that he is not a Communist and does not like Com- 
munism, but that if the Russians desire that form of government, that is 
their concern and we should do our best to get along with them. Considerable 
time during the conference was consumed by an assistant to ROIES, who was 
called in to translate from the Russian a letter which REYNOLDS had received 
at the same time he received the above-mentioned contract. Photostatic copies 
of both the proposed contract prepared by Intourist, Moscow, and the letter 
accompanying it are being transmitted herewith as enclosures. 


GREGORY said there was nothing additional of interest which she 
could recall ft-om the meeting except that REYNOLDS remarked he had long been 
a f of the newly-appointed Secretary of Commerce, W. A. Harriman.

^OlJiS wouid confer with the Department of Justice as to the possible 
liability of the firm to registration as an agent of a foreign principal 
d remarked that he knew an attorney in that section of the SepSS ^rho 
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could handle the matter. He thereupon proceeded to make an appointment for 
REYNOLDS and GREGORY with LOUIS M INZER (NIMZER) as mentioned above. 

At approximately 3:00 p.m. REYNOLDS and GREGORY went to MINZER'S 
conferred with him and an associate whose name GREGORY believes 
to bejgEVKIN Inhonetic). IXiring this discussion the history of REYNOLDS 1 
operation of the U* S. Service and Shipping Corporation was reviewed, but no 
definite opinion was given by the Justice Department attorneys, who stated 
they would study the matter further. GREGORY also mentioned that during part 
/of the conference there was present a third man whose identity she did not 
/learn, and it was her opinion that he may well have been an agent of this 
1 Bureau, inasmuch as he seemed to be considerably more intelligent than the 
I other two. It was also learned that during this conference REYNOLDS went 
I into great detail as to his Army record in both World Wars, stressed his 
I patriotism, and declared that he would gladly register if such action were 
deemed necessary by the Department. It was agreed that he would furnish a 
letter setting out the general picture of the corporation's operations and 
that he would be advised subsequently as to the need for registration. 

It was also learned from Informant GREGORY on this occasion that 
following conferences with the firm's lawyers she drafted a radiogram to 
Intourist, Moscow, which was approved byHEYfOLDS and dispatched on Septem- 
ber 30, 1946. This message announced to Intourist the intentions of the U. S. 
Service and Shipping Corporation to discontinue business as of October 31, 

1946* unless it received a new contract containing an exclusive concession 
in the United States; GREGORY made available a copy of this radiogram and a 
photo static copy is being transmitted herewith. She also made available a 
copy of a letter prepared by Clark, Carr & Ellis, 120 Broadway, New York City, 
addressed to N^m^T^L^lFF, Chief, Foreign Agents Registration Section, 
department of “Justice, Washington, D. C., a photostatic copy of which is 
likewise enclosed.

It was BROWDER * S plan, as he explained it, that REYNOLDS 
should agree to the terms proposed in the Intotirist draft of the contract, 
that ERDwiEk, would arrange the sale of the company from REYNOLDS to this Tin- 
named individual for $5,000, and that the purchaser would succeed to the con- 
tractual rights held by. REYNOLDS. GREGORY was able to draw him out during 
this discussion and she is of the definite opinion that his extreme interest 
is due to the possibility of great financial return from company operations 
rather than to any possible use of the company for espionage work. On the 
occasion of this meeting with 'WILLIAM BROWDER, GREGORY advanced him the sum 
of $500, which brings the total amount repaid to BROWDER to $3,000, it being 
recalled that out of the original $20,000 invested in the U. S. Service and 
Shipping Corporation at the time of its formation, $15,000 was made available j 
by BROWDER, probably out of Communist Party funds rather than his own assets. 

On October 3, 1946, GREGOR^ advised she had transmitted to REYNOLDS 
the proposition advanced by WILLIAM^pROWIER as to the business, but that 
REYNOLDS was steadfast in His determnaliill not to have any further dealings 
with either WILLIAM or EARL BROWDER, and declared that he did not intend to 
communicate with them nor to pay them any further money. He also appears to 
have no intention of sending a second cable to Intourist as requested by 
WILLIAM BROWDER. “ * 

The Bureau will be kept currently advised as to the status of 
negotiations between the U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation and Intourist, 
as well as the dealings between REYNOLDS an c^m,IAM and EARL BROWDER .
